25 miles or 40 kilometers in diameter) and (2) mode or band or both for any endorsement 
applied for. 

After verification the cards will be returned and the award sent soon afterward, No ap- 
plication fee is required. However, please include sufficient return postage for the cards, 
preferably a self-addressed stamped envelope. 

Only amateurs from the United States, Canada, and countries without IARU representation should use 
this form, All other applicants must apply through their country’s member-society in the Union.
